(CURRENTLY AMENDED) A solid editing method in a three-dimensional CAD 
system, having a display screen and an operation unit for operating basic configurations 
displayed on said display^screen, for completing a final three-dimensional configuration by an 
operation of combining a plurality of basic configurations, said method comprising: 

a s t e p of displaying^on said display screen, in-the-making configurations from a first 
basic configuration as a start configuration down to the final three-dimensional configuration; 
a se l e ct i ng s t e p of selecting one of the in-the-making configurations displayed; and 
a s t e p of setting as an edit target the basic configuration finally combined with respect to 
the selected in-the-making configuration.
